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THE SHEPHERDS of res PYRENEES; 


FRAGMENT,

(By Madame de Genlis.) 

After having traverfed part of our fouhern 
provinces, I arrived at the great chain of moun- 
tains which feparate us from Spain., I ftopt in 
acharmingly fecluded fpot, where 1 took a 
handfome little lodging , and here I. determined 
to pafs the fummer. 
declivity of a verdant mountain covered with 
trees and tender plants, was furrounded by rocks, 
and fprings of the moft tranfparent water. 
1 commanded a full view of a vaft plain inter- 
feéted by rivulets formed by the torrents preci- 
pitated from the mountains. My only neigh- 
bours were hufbandmen and fhepherds ; and 
here I indulged myfelf in meditatation, aninter- 
rapted by the tumultuous buftle of cities, 
the dinning noife of horfes, carriages, and pub- 
lic criers, plaguing us only with the vain agita- 
tions of intereft and pride, and the turbulent ac- 
tivity of frivolity, or of vice and pafiion. In my 
peaceable cabin I heard only the majeftic voice of

nature, the attra@tively grand and rapid noife of 1 
cafcades and cataraéts, the lowing of the flocks | 


fcattered through the meadow, the ruftic founds 
of the flagelet and bagpipe, and the rural airs 
which the young fhepherds fung, feated on the 
brinks of rocks. In this delightful country, | 
employed the greateft pert of my time walking ; 
i rambled overall the furrounding mountains, 
and often -met flocks tended by children or 
youths; but the oldeit fhepherds were only fif- 
teen years of age. Tvemarked that the elder lads 
were always onthe mountain tops, while the 
younger children, not yet daring to clamber up 
the fteep and flippery recks, confined themfelves 
for ‘pafturage to verdant fpots of lefs dificult 
aceeis. Along with the defcent, the fize and 
age of the fhepherds decreates ; aud on the little 
hills that furronnd the plain, there ate none 
above eight or nine years of age.— I was led to 
{uppofe from this remark, that the flocks m 
the valley were fed by children younger, or at 
leait as young as thofe on the Imtle bills. In 
this perfuafion I one dar addreffed myfelf to a 
little boy :—-** Do you ever feed your goats be- 
low .?” 


“ ] will do fo one day {replied he, fmiling) ; 
but # will be a long time yet, and I muit be- 
have well on my way.” « 


«© What do you mean?” 

“ It is firft neceflary I thonld—go higher 
up, then work with my father; and when | am 
fixty years of age, 1 wall tend im the vailey.” 


* So ihe fhepherds of the walley arc old-men 
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foou as he has completed his Wrteentn years 0-7 
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<< Certainly : our cides. beotheis 
meh hills, and our grandfathers are in the meca- 
ws.’ 


When he had faid thefe words, I left him, 
and defecended into the delicious and fertile val- 
dey of Campan. Lobferved only the numerous 
flocks of oxen and fheep at Grit 5 but my at- 
tention was foon drawn to their venerable keep- 


_ ers, feated or extended at their length, on the 


borders of the meadows. I experienced a pain- 
ful fenfation on viewing thele deferted old men, 
left to themfelves in this folitude; I had jut 
been contemplating a very different, a very 


- cheerful picture, mountains populated with 


voung, nimble, and romping inhabitants ; the 
happy abode of innocence and gaicty, where 
the only echoes refound the joyous iong, the 
innocent laugh, and the pleafing chorus of the 
bagpipe. 1 had juft quitted afeene, than which 
nothing can be more delightful on earth; infan- 
cy atid early youth ; and it was net without 
emotion 1 found myfelfamang the old men. 
‘Lhe very near afiaity of the fituation of the 


oldeft to that of the youngeft, afforded a contrat - 
‘the more ftriking, as the good old men, fupine- 


ly extended on the grafs, appeared plunged in 
deep and profound reveries ; their {4d tranquil- 
lity appeared to be dejection, and their medita- 
tion, fadnefs, proceeding from their being cru- 
tliy deferted. ‘hey were alone, far from their 
children.—I pittied them, nd advanced towards 
them, indulging a mingled feeling of compafli- 
on and refpect. 

I walked on till I found. myfelf oppofite to 


one of the old men, whofe appearance attraéted 


ail my attention ; his igure was noble, yet _gen- 
tle ; his hair, which was of the moft dazzling 
whitenefs, floated in filver locks on his targe and 
finely-rounded fhouldcrs , his every feature be- 
trayed candour aud goodnets; the ferenity of 
his forehead, and his expreflive looks, beamed 
forth the unalterable tranquillity of his foul.— 
He repofed himféelf on.a feat cut of the rock, at 


the foot of 2 mountain ornamented with mofs ° 


and fhrubbery. A prodigious mais of rock jut- 
ting out from the top of the mountain, hung 
perpendicularly over him, forming, at an eleva- 
tion of more than two hundred feet, a kind of 


rutal canopy, Which protected his venerable 


head from the overpowering heat of the fun. 
‘The rocks were covere| with natural garlands 
of periwinkle, ivy, and of rofe-coloured bind- 
weed, which fcattered themfelves in tufted 
fheaves and irregular feftoons, arranged and 
grouped with as much ¢legance as profufion. 


| At fome paces diftance, two willows interming- 


ling their flexible branches, overthadowed a 
fountain which fell from the mountains ; foam- 
ing inypetuoully at its fource, it bore everything 
before it that dared to difpute tts pailage 5 bur, 
becatining in ts courte, it plided paft the old 
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j bedy through the grafs and flowers in many : 


ferpe ntine turn, at laft loft itfelf in gentle mur 
murs in the bottom of the vall¢ey.—With th 
olf man’s permiffion I feated myfelf befide him 
and relating to him what the listle thepherd o 
the mountains had told me, begged he would 
explain his meaning to me. 

“ In all ages (replied the old mari) the in- 


habitants of thefe countries have dedicated to z: 


paftoral life thofe periods of their life-time tha 
teemed moft adapted to it~youth and old aye ; 
infancy, having juft emerged from the bofom 
of nature ; and old age, on the point of returu- 
ing to their mother duft. The children, 2s you 
have feen, conduét their flocks to the heights ; 
there itis they acquire that vigour, that agility, 
and that hardinefs, for which the mountaiu 
children are fo famous. They exercife them- 
felvesin clambering up the rocks, and ¢ iping 
the rapid brooks ; they accuftom themfelves t. 
look without horror on the amazing height of 
our precipices;: and often will they fly on the 
brinks of the cleft rocks to bring back a ftrayes 
favourite goat. At fifteen, they leave the 
pattoral ftate, and ‘become hufbandmenm; and 
the young man, proud to be thought fit to-work 
with his fathex, abandons the «mountains witl\- 
out regret, and delivers his crook with joy, inte 
feebler hands ; henceforth the mattock and the 
{pade are move woxthily to exercife his nervors 
arms. Fe takes, however, a fed laft.Joek o} 


what till now had been his only care—his floc’,. 


and with emotion receives his faithful dog’s c.- 
refles, Amongft the labourers he remains tit! 
age deprives him of his wonted ftrength ; an 
when the lately vigorous arm almoit forgets to 
handle the fpade, he cheerfully takes agaim his 
crook and ferip, and im thefe meadows Suffer: 
the evening of his days gently to pafs away,” 
He cealed :—-a momentary gloom diffuled ir- 


felf over the ferenity of his brow ;—I1 faw, that 


the time when old age had obliged him towevote 
himéeif for ever to his flock, was a painfnl re- 
colleétion—he was filent-—I dared not quefticn 
him further—but foon compofing himielf, he 
added, ** our old age as a ftate of bappinefs, our 
days pafs onin the fofteft tranquility.” 

« But (interrupted I) donor. you, whe hare 
been accuftomed to hard labour, find your ture 
hang heavy on your-hands in fuch a-tedentare 
life 2” : 

«No: (replied he) for even. my fedentary 
life is of ute. Dulinefs would overpower me; 
were Ito idle my time away at home; for he 
that isof no ufe to others, isthe greateR incens: 
brarice to himfelf ; but feated under thefe rocls

Over 
all this amphitheatre of mountains have I 
bounded in my youth; from hence I can recol- 
le&t, by the clumps of fir and maifes of rock, 
the places I ufed to frequent; my weak fight 
does not comprehead every thing which your 
eyes commaad, but my memory traces the che- 
rifhed fpots, and my mind interefls itfeif ardu- 
oufly in the recollecttion. Imagination places 
me on the top of thofe cloud-bedecked moun- 
tains, and memory renews my walks through 
windings where the pata is fuddenly broken off, 
and here again renewed in fteep and {flippery 
mafles. Now impulfed by tottermg memory, I 
abandon myfelf to the very brink of a tremen- 
dous waterfall, or fuppofe myielf ftaggering on 
the top of a precipice. _ 1 fhudder in tecollec- 
tion : my heart palpitates as violently at finding 
again the read i had loft, as ever i¢ did in the 
fpring time of my life. Thus without ever 
quittipg my place, I find myfelf on the moun- 
caims, and ] experience all the emotions, ail: the 
pleafures of youth.”

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Juft as my venerable companion concluded, 
the found of a flagelet, on the top of the moun- 
tain behind us, drew our attention.

While he fpoke, I obferved a great number 
of young women at the other end of the valley, 
who nimbly advanced, and feattered themfelves 
in the plain ; at almoft the fame inftant all the 
mountain fhepherds appeared on the ileep fides 
of the rocks which furrounded us. Some of 
saem had advanced to the very brink of the 
crumbling rocks, and filled us fpe€tators with 
terror, left the ground they ftood upon thould 

give way under their feet,others had climbed up 
high trees, that they might fee the long expect- 
ed yet certain arrival of the amiable and charm- 
ing troop.—-When the hippy honr came, the 
mountain flocks were left to wander at liberty, 
snd every body on the mountains and in the 
‘lain were 1m motion;  curiofity, growing 
ove, and paternal tenderacfs produced a gene-
